We was gettin' up, gettin' 
ready to go to our appointment and two regular cop cars and one 
SUV pulled up and asked us if we seen anybody with a knife and we 
told 'em no. Then they seen the other dude who was sitting down 
up there with the knife. He didn't know what was goin' on. He 
didn't understand what they was saying to him. He got up. The 
sarge pulled his gun out and opened fire and shot him and killed 
him. 
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Q: Okay. You gotta start from the beginning. There's a 

whole bunch goin' on there and I'm just tryin' to connect the 
dots. You see several, it sounded like you said three marked 


vehicles that pulled up. Why- was there anything prior to that, 
prior to the police contacting you, that was going on that you 
were aware of? So they pulled up. And you said they made 
immediate contact with you? 

A: They came over to our tent and asked us- they said 

somebody called them with- sayin' somebody had a knife up on 
them. And then the three officers pulled up at that time and 
that's when they asked us if we seen anybody with a knife.

cop who had the shotgun, he pulled the shotgun, pulled it back. 
And when the dude didn't wanna give up the knife, one- the dude 
with the shotgun shot the fire off first, then hit it at the end 
with the shotgun and that's when the sarge pulled his gun and 
opened fire upon the dude.

Because circles like this is based on interpretation, so 
I'm tryin' to get a sense of special relationship, in terms of 
distance he's coverin' and what he's doin'. Because you say- 
you're telling us now you didn't see any weapon on him as they're 
giving him commands to get on the ground. Why do you think they 
were telling him to get on the ground? 

A: For their safety and his safety.
